One of the children named Deepak slipped, 
rolled down the slopes of the hill and had clung to a bush. 
Shri Chheomphel saw the child falling, rushed to the spot, 
pulled the child up but in the process he himself lost the 
balance and fell down a vartical fall of about 92 metres and 
died on the spot. 

Shri Tsering Chheomphel displayed courage and prompti¬ 
tude under circumstances of great danger to his life in sav¬ 
ing the child.

On the 21st July, 1979, a one ton vehicle belonging to an 
Infantry Brigade was crossing the Durungli Nullah towards 
Nagali in Jammu and Kashmir. Due to a flash flood, the 
vehicle was swept off the causeway and fell into the swift mov¬ 
ing water. Consequently the occupants and valuable equipment 
in the vehicle were being swept away. 

Rifleman Tirath Singh was on annual leave during the 
period and was sitting on the roof of hi* house. When he 
noticed that, the vehicle was being swept away, he ran to the 
site of accident and jumped into the swollen nullah to help' 
the ill fated personnel. He rescued two of the occupants of 
the vehicle, himself sustaining injuries in the process. Regard¬ 
less of his injuries, he also salvaged most of the valuable 
equipment which was being swept away. 

Rifleman Tirath' Singh displayed courage and promptitude 
in saving two lives besides salvaging valuable equipment.

During this fire accident Shri Bathina 
Bhumanandam rushed into a house encircled by fire and 
managed to rescue one pregnant lady, two old men and five 
rhildren single handed. 

Shri Bhatina Bhumanandam displayed courage and prompt- 
titude in rescuing eight lives from a house on fire, in disre¬ 
gard of the risk involved to his own life.

On the 7th December 1978 at about 1.30 P.M., two pupils 
named Kumari Lalitha (16 years) and Kumari Gigi George 
(13 years) of M. T. Seminary High School went to the Meen- 
achil river side near Nagampadom to wash their hands and 
vessels after taking food. While washing her hands. Kumari 
Gigi George accidentally slipped and fell into the river 
and began to drown. Seeing this the children present on the 
bank raised a loud alarm. Kumari Lalitha, who had accom¬ 
panied Kumari George, jumped into the river to rescue 
her companion but did not succeed and both of them were 
in a state of drowning. Shri Chirayilvalel Thomas Jacob, 


who was then in the nearby compound, heard the alarm and 
immediately ran to the river bank. He jumped into the river 
and saved Kumari Lalitha first and then Kumari George from, 
drowning. - • 

Shri Chirayilvalel Thomas Jacob displayed courage and 
promptitude in saving two lives from drowning, disregarding 
the risk involved to ms own life. 

4. Kumari Lizzey Augustin, 

Thymuriyil Veedu (Puthen Veedil), 

Ward No. 14, Palai, 

'Kottayam District, 

Kerala. 

On the 2nd November 1978, two children named Kumari 
Seema George (5 years) and Aji Joseph (6 years) were bath¬ 
ing at a ghat in Lalum Channel in Palai along with their 
mothers. While bathing, Kumari Seema George accidentally 
slipped and was dragged into the deep zone by the strone 
current and began to struggle for her life. The other girl 
Aji Joseph noticing the accident also jumped into the deep 
water for rescuing her friend. She did not succeed and 
both of them were in a state of drowning. Their mothers also 
followed them but they could not do anything to save their 
children and themselves faced the danger of getting drowned 
as they did not know swimming. Kumari Lizzey Augustin, 
who happened to be bathing in the channel at that time , 
saw .the incident, jumped into the deep water and swam to¬ 
wards the children. She got hold of the children and brought 
them to the bank. Thereafter she rescued one of the women 
by extending a towel with one end held by her. The other 
woman, who was then holding on a plant growth on the bank 
of the channel down stream, lost her hold owing to strong 
current and bagan to drift.. Kumari Lizzey then jumped into 
the Channel again and brought that woman also to safety. 

Kumari Lizzeey Augustin, displayed courage and .prompti¬ 
tude in saving four lives from drowning, in disregard of the 
risk involved to her own life.

Kumar Kubal immediately 
jumped into the sea. swam and brought Kurrfari Vastala 
Palav to the shore in seni. conscious condition. He again 
jumped into the sea and brought Kumari Lalita Padate on 
the shore in complete unconscious state. The third girl could 
not be saved as she was not visible. Both the girls regained 
consciousness on rendering first aid. 

Kumar Jaydeo Dinkar Kubal displayed courage and prom¬ 
ptitude in saving two girls from drowning, disregarding the 
risk involved to his own life.

Kumari Rani was carrying a lengthy iron 
rod in the courtyard of the house and due to its abnormal 
length and weight, the iron rod became uncontrollable and 
as a result it touched the electric live wire passing nearby 
and Kumari Rani got an electric shock. S. Gurdip Singh, 
who was standing nearby at that, time, immediately ran to 
rescue his sister and disconnected the electric current with 
his naked hand but he was himself electrocuted in the process. 

S. Gurdip Singh displayed courage and promptitude and 
saved the life of his sister at the cost of his own life.

RESOLUTION 

No. l(7)/80-PP.—As per present broad assessment, the 
total ultimate irrigation potential of the country has been, 
estimated as 113 million hectares. It is considered that this 
can be significantly increased by storing and utilising the 
surplus uaters available in some livers and transferring them 
lo water deficit regions by interlinking of rivers. In order to 
achieve I his purpose and lo meet the persistent demand made 
in the Parliament and outside to have such a plan, the Minis- 
trv of Irrigation and Central Water Commission have for¬ 
mulated the National Perspective for Water Resources Deve¬ 
lopment. The National Perspective has two main components, 
nrmelv li) Himalayan Rivers Development and (li) Penin¬ 
sular Rivers Development. 

I 

2. I'lie Peninsular Rivers Development component of the 
Perspective can ire implemented on our own ns the rivers 
flowing therein are within the country and do not involve any 
co-operation with or concurrence from the neighbouring 
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countries. It has, therefore, been decided to take up detailed 
suiveys ana investigations or the possible storage reservoir 
sues as welt as inter-connecting linKS and to prepare feasibi¬ 
lity reports of this proposal. To avoid delay and to get the 
ruuesc cooperation rrom tne various States, it has been 
found necessary to get tms vvoik done by the Central Govern¬ 
ment. l-or this purpose it has been decided to set up an 
independent organisation to be called ‘'National Water 
Development Agency” tRashtnya Jal Vikas Abhikaranj to 
oe registered as a Society under the Societies Registration 
Act. i860 with Headquarters at New De/hi. 

3. The Society will have the Union Minister for Irrigation 
as us ^resident and the Union Minister of Stau ror irriga¬ 
tion as its Vice-President. A Member from tne Planning 
commission, chief Ministers/iVlimsteis m-chaige of Irriga¬ 
tion of the States of Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, Karnataica, 
Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, Orissa, Kajasthan, 
lama Nadu and Uttar Pradesh, Ut. Uovernor/Minister-in- 
cnarge of Irrigation of the Union Territories of Goa, Daman 
& Diu and Pondicherry, Secretaries of the Union Ministries of 
Agriculture (Department of Agriculture), Irrigation, Energy 
(Deptt. of. Power), Civil Aviation, Finance (Department of 
expenditure), Planning Commission, and Department of 
Environment, Director-Generals of the Geological Survey 
of India and the Survey of India, Chairman of the Central 
Water Commission, Central Electricity Authority and Central 
Ground Water Board, Members of CWC in charge of Water 
Resources and Designs & Research, Director General, Indian 
Meteorological Department and Director, National Remote

4. The function of the National Water Development Agency

(a) -To carry out detailed surveys and investigations of 
the possible storage reservoir sites and inter-con¬ 
necting links in order to establish feasibility of the 
proposals of Peninsular Rivers Development forming 
part of the National Perspective for Water Resources 
Development prepared by the Ministry of Irrigation 
and the Central Water Commission. 

(b) To carry out detailed studies about the quantum of 
water which is surplus m various Peninsular Ki'-c;?. 
Systems and which can be transferred to omc 
basins/States after meeting reasonable needs of 
basin States in the foreseeable future. 

(c) To prepare feasibility reports ef various components 
of the schemes relating to Peninsular Rivers Deve¬ 
lopment. 

(d) To do all such other things the Society may consider 
necessary, incidental, supplementary or conducive to 
the attainment of above objectives.
